Irrigation Project Will 


Involve Vast Area Of 
Alberta Arid Land 


—_—-— 


=" 

By tapping the North Saskatchewan 
and Clearwater Rivers near Rocky 
Mountain House—and probably the 
“Red Deer, the Bind Man and Battle 
Rivers—it is estimated that a total 
flow of 5,800,000 acre-feet of water 
could be made to supply some 2,400,- 
000 acres of arid land lying south of 
the railroad line between Coronation 
and Saskatoon; and with a view to 
considering the advisability and poss- 
ibility of such a project, the local ir- 
tigation departmént of the Dominion 
Government is sending out a recon- 
naisance party to that district to in- 
vestigate the details thereof. 

William Pearce, of Calgary, who 
takes a very broad and advanced 
view of this project, has submitted, 
to the local irrigation department a 
comprehensive outline of the details 
and possibilities of stich a scheme. 
His conception is of a government 
area, which, while not commonly so 
considered, is really in a dry belt, 
where natural hay crops cannot be 
stiecessfully raised and where no 
natural surface water supply is suf- 
ficient to support that amount of 
livestock which should be kept on 
farm lands, 

It is described as an immense pro- 
position

involving an enormous 
area of land. Mr. Pearce’s idea is to 
carry an artificial supply of water 


through this great area and to dis- 
tribute it primarily for the purpose 
of establishing the stock industry; 
and also for supplying summer pas- 
ture and carrymg the stock through 
the winter, 

The water from the above original 
sources of-supply would be diverted 
‘into Buffalo Lake and supply a rect- 
angular area 130 by 180 miles square, 
lying south of the railway passing 
through Coronation, Kerrobert, Dods- 
land, Biggar and Saskatoon, and em- 
bodying a gross acreage of 2,900,000 
square miles, ~ And assuming that 40 
per cent, of this territory would be 
directly irrigated, the net acreage 
would bé approximately 1,160,000 
acres of actually irrigated land. It 
is estimated that 100 per cent. irriga- 
tion would be required for the Berry 


Creck district; and; no doubt, «also 
that district lying northeast of 
Youngstown, © Twenty-five per cent. 


of the irrigation for grazing would be 
supplied in the winter for summer 
pasture, and stock water for drinking 
purposes would be distributed. 


Detailed investigation is being 
made by the local office of the irri- 
gation department, with a view to 


ascertaining the feasibility of such a 
project.

“The present 
Red Cross Society must be a militant 
organization to function properly 
down through the years that are to 
come, The Red Cross must do more 
than cure wounds and relieve distress, 
it must above all forestall and prevent, 
in its fights against those formidable 
allies, disease and ignorance, it must 
carry the war into the enemy's land 
and constantly push forward 
complete its defences.”

Twenty-three thousand acres may 
be atded to the cultivable area in the 
Morinville district, cast of Edmonton, 
by the draining of the Manawan Lake 
This is the largest of the proposed 
drainage schemes in Central Alberta 
in connection with which reconnais- 
ance surveys are to be undertaken this 
summer and autumn, 


Surveys are also being undertaken 
at Chip Lake which covers about 19,- 
000 acres and at Lanes Lake, cover- 
ing about three thousand acres in an 
excellent mixed farming distrigt of 
Central Alberta. 

If the projects are found to be prac- 
ticable and to warrant reclamation 
operations being undertaken ditching 
schemes will probably be put in hand 
next year,
